The husband of the girl reported the matter at 
the thana, but the police did not think it worth while to make an inquiry. 
For sometime the girl was taken from place to place and kept concealed, till 
after four or five months she was brought to Ujirpur to the house of a woman 
of ill-fame, named Lakshi Mani, and was registered at the thana as a public 
prostitute. The girl, on coming to Ujirpur, somehow managed to com- 
municate with her husband. Upon this, the husband, with some of his friends 
and the village chaukidar, went to the house of Lakshi Mani and brought 
back his wife. Lakshi Mani and her friends charged the husband of the girl 
with assault and trespass, etc., while the husband of the girl charged Lakshi 
Mani and her friends with kidnapping his wife. The police was ordered to 
make an inquiry into both the cases. The husband of the girl was soon after 
sent up for trial, while the inquiry into the other complaint was being per- 
functorily conducted. The husband of the girl prayed for a postponement 
of the hearing of the case against him till the inquiry into the other case was 
finished, but the Deputy Magistrate did not listen, and sentenced him to six 
months’ imprisonment. In the meantime, the matter had reached the ears of 
the District Superintendent of Police, who being annoyed at the unjustifiable 
delay in finishing the inquiry into the charge of kidna ping, personally held 
an investigation and ordered the accnsed to be sent up for trial.

novel method of making money. He iwports 
articles at cheap prices and forces the raiyats to buy them at very high prices. 
The poor raiyats cannot, for fear of his zu/m, purchase such articles in the local 
bazar, where they can be had much cheaper. He fines them heavily for slight 
offences, and confines them if they fail to pay the fines. Sometime ago one 
of such cases of oppression was brought to the notice of the authorities But 
the matter was hushed up, and those who brought it to their notice were 
obliged to pay a fine of Rs. 500 to the lords of the factory. Recently another 
case of a serious nature has occurred, but is still kept secret. 

One cannot easily believe that such acts of oppression can be committed 
within the British dominion and yet remain unknown to the authorities. The 
authorities should therefore inquire whether the correspondent’s story is 
true or not. 3 

8. A correspondent contradicts in the same paper the allegations against 
the Daroga and the Jamadar of the Patnitola 
thana in the Dinajpur district, contained in a 
letter published in the Hitavadi of the 7th March last [See R. N. P. of the 
15th March 1902, paragraph 3].

11. The Rangpur Vartavaha {Rangpur}, of the 28th March, says it is 
laid down in the Criminal Procedure Code that 
The question of the selection of à list of the persons selected to serve as assessors, 
ee containing the name, place of abode, and quality 
or business of every such person, should be stuck up in some conspicuous 
place; and to every such list should be subjoined a notice ststing that 
objections of those interested in the amendment of the list would be heard. 
But are all these requirements of the law complied with in practice? In 
these days, the District Judge or the District Magistrate does not bother him- 
self about the preparation of the list of assessors. The work is often delegated 
to clerks to whom it becomes either a source of unfair emolument by 


holding out to men like ignorant but well-to-do shop-keepers the honour 


of a seat by the side of the District Judge and the dignity of assisting him 
in the decision of cases, or a means of satisfying personal grudge by including 
in the list those among their enemies who are physically incapable or so 
busy with private buisness as to have no leisure for the performance of public 
duties. Now since the assessors are called upon to take a share in the work 
of dealing with the lives and liberties and honour of their fellow-men, we 
earnestly ask the Government to inquire and ascertain how many incompetent 
men are selected to sit as assessors. Such an inquiry, we doubt not, will 
lead to the discovery of the ugly fact that among the assessors there are many 
who are deaf and dumb, and many who are perfect idiots, Then, again, is 
it to be expected that men who suffer either pecuniarily or feel that they are 
harassed by being compelled to work as assessors, will be able to bring a 
calmness, deliberation and a patient hearing to the evidence which is produced 
in a case? The inevitable result is that they bring in verdicts of “guilty” 
or “not guilty” without due care or consideration. It is said that sometime 
ago a zamindar, who is quite innocent of English, was made to sit as un 
assessor in the Rangpur Sessions Court. Those of his fellow-assessors who 
knew English, pronounced a verdict of “not guilty.” The zamindar heard 
this, and said “ ditto.” The Judge, however, asked him to say “guilty” 
or “not guilty.” Upon this, the zamindar in a trembling, indistinct voice 
uttered the two words “not guilty.” The Judge then asked him if he knew 
the meaning of what he had said. The zamindar made no reply. Such 
instances are not rare. We therefore earnestly request District Judges and 
District Magistrates to obey the requirements of the law in preparing lists 
of assessors in the interest of the administration of criminal justice. We do 


not like to say how assessors are selected in other districts; but we are ready 


to prove that the work is being done in the Rangpur district in a manner 
that has alarmed the public mind. It seems that there are many points of 
resemblance between the police forcing: garrywallahs into as. and the 
Government compelling men to serve as assessors. What can the people do? 
They have to work as assessors at great sacrifice, There. are provisions in 
the law exempting assessors from liability to serve in particular sessions ; 
but that means little. Is it just or fair to compel men to serve as assessors 
against their „will? ee e may be secured by the production of the 
Civil Surgeon's certificate; but is it easy, after all, to secure such a certificate ? 
We are distinctly of opinion that no person should be compelled to serve as 
an assessor against his will, When the police extorts forced labour from a 
gharry walla, the latter is either inadequately remunerated or dismissed with 
a blow or a kick, But an assessor is liable under the law to be fined one 
hundred rupees for non-attendance, and the fine is realisable by the sale of his 
property, and even imprisonment for fifteen days is prescribed in the law.

Every tenant under the Sitalai and Biaghat Cutcherries is obliged to pay 
two pice extra per rupee of rent for the support of the Sitalai Middle 
English School. A sum of Rs. 1,184 is thus realised every year for the 
purpose. But of this money only Rs. 540 are spent on the Institution. The 
Head Master gets Rs. 15, the Head Pandit Rs. 18 and the second Pandit, who 
is also the local Post Master, Rs. 12 per month. The condition of the school is 
extremely miserable. ä 

Srimati Jnanada Sundari Devi, the mother and dian of the minor 
owner of the estate, is only a plaything in the hands of its Dewan, Kali 
Prasanna Biswas. ‘This Kali Prasanna Biswas oppresses the raiyats by realising 
from them extra money on various pretexts. But he is not so anxious to 
realise their legal rents. The realisation of rent amounting to Rs, 65,637 
has thus been barred by limitation. He is causing loss to the estate in various 
other ways. In Bhadra, 1303 (B. S.), Habitulla Khan, the naib of the Dhonra 
Cutcherry in the Bogra district, got, through Kali Prasanna’s favour, the lease 
for five years of a big lat at Laruamal for an annual rent of only Rs. 600, 
although another man offered an annual rent of Rs. 800 for it. 

Some years ago Kali Prasanna Biswas purchased a mahal named Rayna 
within the Nator subdivision of the Rajshahi district. But afterwards, * 
that the income of the mahal was far below its rent, he sold it, in 1299, (B. S.), to 
the Sitalai Estate for Rs. 300. In paragraph 11 of the report of the Commis- 
sioners appointed by Mr, K. N. Ray, late Distriet Judge of Pabna, to examine 
the accounts of the estate, it was shown that from 1299 to 1303 (B. S.) thd 
income derived from the mahal was Rs. 228, while the estate had to pay 
Rs. 441, as its rent during the period. The Commissioners concluded b 
remarking :—“‘ We are bound to say that the sale of Rayna by the Dewan 
(Kali Prasanna Biswas) cannot be justified, and amounts to a breach of trust.” 
A minute examination of the accounts of the estate will show that it has 
suffered great loss under the management of its present Dewan. Any one who 
thinks that the Court of Wards was obliged by the encumbered condition of 
the estate to return it to Srimati Jnanada Sundari Devi, will find in the Board 
of Revenue’s Administration’s Report of Wards and Attached Estates for. the 
year 1877, the Board’s opinion that ‘the estate was at its release in a better 
financial condition than when assumed charge of.” In paragragh 5 of a report 
eubmitted to the Commissioner of the Rajshahi Division, Mr. C. A. Radice, 
late District Collector, wrote: „The Dewan is a man in whom there exist 
dishonesty and malafides.” In 1898, when Mr. K. N. Ray, late District

— the Estate, Seimati J toe Sundari expended Rs. 23,582 from the 
estate in order to sava him. In 1887 Jnanada Sundari was obliged to dismiss 
him for some time on account of pressure from the Divisional Commissioner, 
to whom the tenants of the estate had petitioned against Kali Prasanna’s 
oppressions. On the 5th February 1887 she wrote to the Commissioner: 40 
may state here for Your Honour’s information that I shall not in future on any 
account require the service of the aforesaid discarded Dewan Kali Prasanna 
Biswas, whom I have dismissed from service.“ .

He now denies having insulted and ill-treated the Hindu 
ady. But Mr. DeMonti, a missionary living in Baidyanath, knows every- 
thing. It was he who accompained the Eurasian lady, whose name is Miss 
Adams, to the Railway Station, and requested the guard to clear for her 
the compartment in which the Hindu lady was sitting. The guard said, She 
must also get to the other compartment,” and roughly asked the Hindu lady to 
get out of the compartment. She nodded unwillingness, but was forced by 
the guard to leave it. ‘That Reardon asked her to leave her compartment can 
be proved by the missionary gentleman. One seldom finds a railway guard, 
a railway ticket-collector, or a railway ticket-examiner, who is a European or 
a Eurasian, behaving politely towards passengers. Human brutes” form 
the majority among Eurasian and European railway servants. It cannot 
therefore be easily believed that Reardon politely asked the Hindu lady to 
leave her compartment, 

When Mr. De Monti will tell everything, as we hope he will, the greatness 
of the sacred profession to which he belongs will be established. As for Miss 
Adams, she is a woman and a maid, and we have nothing to say to her. The 
hatred which she gave vent to against the Hindu lady was the native-hatred 
characteristic of her race. We ask the Imperial Anglo-Indian Association, 
which leads the Eurasian community, is this a commendable characteristic? 
The other day, Mr. James Duke, in the course of a lecture in the Association, 
called the Eurasians “sons of India.” It lies with the sociologist and the 
historian to decide whether they can be called “sons of India” or not. 
But we ask, is the native-hatred which Eurasians display such as befits 
sons of India”? If you Eurasians wish to b 
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We advise the Railway Company not to implicate itself in the case by 
going to a law court for a decision. Let the guard take care of his own case. 
The fact that the Ageut of the Railway Company has expressed regret in his 
reply to Messrs. Dignam and Company, shows that he is convinced of the 
guard’s fault. In this state of things, a State railway should not bear the 
expense of a case according to the Public Works Department Code. Why 
should the East Indian Railway Company make a departure from this rule?

After 
laying down the luggage the cooly demanded eight annas as his hire, but after 
great entreaty accepted four annas and-a-half, though his proper hire was 
only four pice. Jumman afterwards said that the parcel clerk of the station 
also had taken five annas from him, and he showed two third class tickets 
and a luggage receipt in which he was allowed free passage for 30 seers of 
luggage to which he was entitled. Thus the five annas taken by the parcel 
clerk from Jumman was illegal gratification. Another man who travelled in 
the same compartment complained that the parcel clerk had taken four annas 
from him also. Jumman is a servant in the employ of the Magistrate of 
Khulna. The station-master of Sealdah should look into the matter.

This causes great incon- 
venience to passengers who are packed in large numbers in the few unreserved 
carriages. 

3° Sometimes all the first and second class berths in the night trains 
are reserved from Calcutta. This causes great hardship to those passengers 
who wish to travel in those classes from other stations. 


The Editor says that he once saw a native passenger who had a first 
class ticket obliged to travel in the intermediate class, as all the first and 
second class berths had been reserved. ‘The taunts of the guard in charge of 
the train at the man’s discomforture shows that in his opinion natives were 
not fit to travel in first and second class caariages.
